“Rambus™), within twenty days of service of this request, produce all documents and
other things, responsive to the following requests, within its possession, custody, or
control, in accordance with the Definitions and Instructions set forth below. Objections
shall be due within ten days of service.

DEFINITIONS
d .

A. The terms “the company” and “Rambus” mean Rambus Inc., its domestic and
foreign parents, predecessors, successors, divisions, and wholly or partially
owned subsidiaries, affiliates, partnerships, and joint ventures, and all directors,
cfficers, employees, consultants, agents, and representatives of the foregoing. :
The terms “subsidiary,” “affiliate,” and “joint venture” refer to any person in
which there is partial (25 percent or more) or total ownership or control by the

company.

B. The term “document” is defined as in Rule 3.34(b) of the FTC Rules of Practice
for Adjudicative Proceedings, 16 C.F.R. § 3.34(b). The term “document”
sp_eciﬁcally includes all drafts and non-identical copies of responsive documents.

C. The term ¢ ‘person” includes the company and means any natural person, corporate
entity, partnership, association, joint venture, government entity, or trust.

‘D. The phrase “relating to” means in whole or in part constituting, containing,
concerning, discussing, describing, analyzing, identifying, stating, or in any way
referring to. :
